Discontinue Use of 
Small Sirens In 
Air Raid System

Hereafter the public alarm sys- 
tem will be composed of the four 
powerful air raid horns located 
throughout the Township' and 
the large sirens on the fire houses.

Alert is a steady blast of two 
minutes duration of the sirens 
and horns. 

The Danger or Red Signal is 
the fluctuating sound of two min- 
utes duration of the fire sirens and 
a series of short blasts for a two 
minute' period on air horns. 

The All Clear is a steady blast 
for fifteen seconds on sirens and 
horns.

Montgomery County emerged from Tuesday's Demo- 
cratic sweep as the strongest Republican county in Pennsyl- 
vania. 

The Republicans not only inci'eased their power in some 
sections, but they rolled up the highest plurality for Governor 
Dewey of any county in the Commonwealth. 

Increasing its lead of 1940 by 
4,753. the final unofficial tabula- 
tion of Tuesday's voting gave the 
Republican standard bearer a 
plurality of 28.594 votes in this 
county. 

Lower Merion Township aided 
immeasureable in accounting for 
the heavy county vote in favor of 
the Republican nominee, giving 
Governor Dewey a total of 14.761 
to 5.751 for Roosevelt, and ac- 
counting for 9.010 of the coun- 
ty's total Dewey plurality of 28,- 
594. 

There were only two districts in 
the staunch Republican strong- 
hold of the Main Line that Pres- 
ident Roosevelt emerged victor- 
ious. They were West Ardmore 
and Pencoyd No. 1. The former 
district is the home grounds of 
County Commissioner Fred C. 
Peters. 

In West Ardmore, Roosevelt led 
by 39 with 442 as compared with 
403 for Dewey, while in Pencoyd 
No. 1 the vote was Roosevelt 452 
and Dewey 363. Some of the most 
substantial district majorities in 
the county came from other dis- 
tricts of the Main Line section, 
however. 

An upset of the day was the 
Democratic victory in Upper Mer- 
ion Township where Roosevelt 
surprised the dopesters by carry- 
ing the township by 80 votes. 

With strong Roosevelt senti- 
ment particularly in the lower in- 
dustrial section of the township, 
the Democratic nominee received 
a total of 918 votes as compared 
with 838 for dewey. 

The County's 191 districts show 
this result: 

Governor Dewey. 72.941. 
President Roosevelt. 44.347. 

Although many of the thickly 
populated industrial centers fell 
into the Democratic victory col- 
umn, the strong Republican vote 
coming from the Main Line, par- 
ticularly, with Cheltenham. Ab- 
ington, Springfield Townships and , 
Norristown aiding in various de- 
grees, the leads developing in the 
industrial sectors was quickly 
overcome. 

Despite the large vote accorded 
Governor Dewey in the County he 
did not lead the ticket. This hon- 
or, insofar as Montgomery Coun- 
ty was concerned, went to C. Har- 
old WaDkins. G. O. P. candidate 
for Auditor General, who polled 
a total of 74,247 as against 43,- 
095 for his Democratic opponent. 
G. Harold Wagner. 

Second highest on the ticket 
was Congressman Samuel K. Mc- 
Connell. Jr., Lower Merion. who 
received a total of 74.120 while 
Marvin B. Brunner. Worcester

Christmas Lighting 
OTK/d by Council 

WPB Against Idea; 
Doing Without Would 
Save Fuel 



The State Council of Defense 
announced that exterior decora- 
tive lighting for the Christmas 
season is permissible on the con- 
dition that the lights can be turn- 
ed out if an unexpected emerg- 
ency should occur. Communities 
approving and installing such 
decorations are responsible for 
the turning out of these lights in 
an emergency. 

The Office of War Utilities in 
the War Production Board issued 
a statement, however, requesting 
that all cities and communities 
dispense with outdoor decorative 
lighting for the Christmas Sea- 
son in order to conserve power. 

The statement pointed out that 
abstaining from outdoor lighting 
on Christmas trees, store fronts, 
buildings, and in parks, would 
save enough fuel over the Nation 
to meet the light and power re- 
quirements of a city of 50,000 
people for one year.

"Again I say, because of the 
untimely events of the past 24 
hours, I have decided to cancel the 
engagement for tomorrow after- 
noon so that there will be no mis- 
understandings or repercussions 
from Christian Endeavor, the or- 
ganization we both love and serve. 

"Yours in His service, Sincerely. 
Franklin Duncombe."

"Rev. Duncombe's letter cancel- 
ing my speaking engagement in his 
church has not yet reached me. 
I talked with him, and he read 
the letter over the telephone after 
my Communion service Sunday 
morning. He did not tell me that 
he would give the letter to the 
press. Clearly the letter itself is a 
political statement and it was read 
from Rev. Duncombe's pulpit. I 
have asked Rev. Duncombe to re- 
call his letter. 

"Rev. Duncombe has now spok- 
en before an audience gathered in 
his own church to hear me after 
closing the door to me. I do not 
question either his motive or his 
rights — but is this fair play? 

"Personally, this is a small price 
to pay for freedom when so many 
are dying for it. Baptist Temple 
knows that 1 never carry partisan 
politcs or candidates into the pul- 
pit. When, as a citizen, I must 
speak on such matters. I rent a 
hall or go on the air. My own con- 
science is not for purchase, but I 
would not shut the door against a 
brother. In the future, as in the 
past, I shall do my bit to help de- 
stroy religious and racial intoler- 
ance wherever I may find it and 
to meet my full obligations as an 
American citizen."

Meats, Pats— Red Stamps A8 through Z8 and AS" through P5, 
good Indefinitely. The four red stamps validated October 29 totaling 
40 red points will have to last for *at least a 5-week period. No new 
red stamps until December 3. 

Processed Foods— Blue Stamps A8 through Z8 and A5 through 
W5, good indefinitely. No new stamps until December 1. 

Sugar— Sugar Stamps 30, 31, 32 and 33, each good for five pounds 
indefinitely. Sugar Stamp 40, good for five pounds of canning sugar 
through February 28, 1945. 

Gasoline — In 17 East Coast States, A-ll coupons, good for three 
gallons each through November 8. On November 9 A-13 coupons in 
new ration book become good for four gallons running through De 
comber 21. In States outside the East Coast Area, A-13 coupons in 
new "A" Book, good for four gallons each through December 21. 

Fuel Oil — Period 4 and 5 coupons and new period 1 coupons, good 
throughout present heating year. 

Shoes — Airplane Stamps 1, 2 and 3 in Book Three, good in- 
definitely. 

OPA TO HELP LOCATE CARS 

Holders of certificates for the purchase of new cars can get help 
from the Office of Price Administration in locating that automobile, 
that agency announces. Any certificate holder having difficulty in 
laying hands on a car is urged to write 'to OPA, Inventory and Con- 
trol Branch, Empire State Building, New York 1, N. Y. The records 
of that office will be made available to assist the buyer in locating 
an automobile. 

At the same time OPA will require all automobile dealers to 
post lists of their current inventory of 1942 cars held for sale and 
dealers who refuse to sell to a buyer who has the cash and required 
papers may be barred from dealing in any car's rationed now or in 
the future. 

NOVEMBER TIRE QUOTA INCREASED 

The November quota of new automobile tires allocated by the 
War Production Board will be 1,850,000, or 250,000 more' than in 
October, it is announced by the* Office of Price Administration and 
War Production Board. "As near as we can tell, this quota should 
satisfy normal November replacement needs of eligible "B" and "C" 
ration holders," Max McCullough, deputy OPA rationing adminis- 
trator said. He pointed out that the ration quota this month makes 
it "clear that recapping will still be necessary for most motorists if 
they are to keep their cars in operation." Unfilled "B" and "C" tire 
applications, needed increases in dealer inventories and a higher pro- 
duction rate are required before "A" ration holders can expect new 
tires. 

PAPER SHORTAGES TO CONTINUE 

The public can expect no relief from existing paper shortages 
until about the middle of 1945 because of the heavy wartime require- 
ments of newsprint, magazine and book paper and the manpower 
shortages in this industry, the War Production Board reports. 

OPA CONSUMER NOTES 

The basis for a nation-wide reduction of consumer prices on 
cooked corned beef— expected to be at least 10 cents a pound and 
greater in some instances— was set by issuance of OPA specific dollar- 
and-cents ceilings for this product at the wholesale level. 

Primost cheese prices at all levels. of distribution will be three 
cents a pound higher after this week as a result of OPA action to 
relieve hardship suffered by manufacturers under the previous price 
ceiling. 

Ceiling prices of plug chewing tobacco have been increased by 
20 per cent at all sales levels as a step to help manufacturers over- 
come the increased cost burden under which they operate. 

Leather-soled moccasins with a house-slipper type of construc- 
tion will continue to be stocked by stores as ration-free footwear 
through December 31. After that date, OPA advises, this type of 
footwear will be classified as rationed. 

Buyers of coal and other solid fuels are entitled to receive from 
their dealers an invoice, sales slip or receipt that contains full in- 
formation about the kind of coal sold to them and the price paid. 
This is required of dealers by an OPA provision effective November 11. 

MOST BOX MATCHES TO ARMED FORCES 

Hold that light, mister, will continue to be the popular phrase in 
coming months, according to a War Production Board report which 
states that about 96 per cent of all penny box matches and 25 per 
cent of all book matches produced in the next six months will be de- 
livered to the armed forces. Although few penny box matches will 
be available to civilians during this period, matches of the house- 
hold "strike anywhere" type will be produced ih sufficient quantity 
to meet all civilian needs, WPB said. 

ARMY DOCTOR RECRUITMENT ENDED 

Recruitment of civilian physicians for the Army has been dis- 
continued, according to information received from the War Depart- 
ment by Paul V. McNutt, Chairman of the War Manpower Commis- 
sion. At the same time, Mr. McNutt said that recruitment for the 
Navy must continue since it has urgent need for approximately 3,000 
additional medical officers. The Public Health Service of the Fed- 
eral Security Agency and the Veterans Administration are also con- 
tinuing to recruit physicians. 

LESS DUSTY ROADS IN PROSPECT 

Prospects of less dusty intermediate, and county roads next 
Spring and Summer are decidedly improved as a result of action by 
the Petroleum Administration for War in permitting the use of 
residual fuel oil for road building and maintenance. The permission 
applies ot all parts of the country except the West Coast. This ac- 
tion is possible because of current supplies of residual oil. The re- 
strictions were lifted at this time to permit states, counties and local 
governments to ^lan next year's road programs now. 

SHIPS NAMED AFTER GREAT AMERICANS 

The names of three great Americans, Wendell L. Willkie, George 
W. Norris and Alfred E. Smith, will be honored by being given to 
three new Liberty ships now under construction; it is announced by 
the United States Maritime Commission.

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ARAB BOYS SWAP WITH YANKS; 
CANDY AND SMOKES GO FOR EGGS 

Germans Fighting Hill Warfare From 
Fox Holes Are Smothered by Artillery 
Fire; Avalanche of Prisoners Arrive 

By ERNIE FYLE 

(Editor's Note): Pyle relates some of his experiences while he was 
with the doughboys during the African campaign. He is now taking a 
long-needed rest in, New Mexico. 

Northern Tunisia. — 
One night at Kairouan three of us correspondents, find- 
ing the newly taken town filled with newly arrived British 
and American troops, just drove out of town into the country 
and camped for the night. We didn't put up a tent. We just 
slept in the open. 
The mosquitoes were fierce, and*- 
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we draped netting over our heads. 
We were in a __*- 
sort of big ditch &®* 
right alongside 
an Arab grave- 
yard. But neith- 
er the graves 
nor the mos- 
auitoes bother- 
ed us that 
night, for we 
were tired and 
win dbumed, 
and before we 
knew it morn- 
ing had come 
and a hot sun 
was beaming 
squinting eyes. 

And what should those sleepy 
eyes behind but two Arab boys 
standing right over our bedrolls, 
holding out eggs. It was practi- 
cally like a New Yorker cartoon. 
For all I know they may have 
been standing there all night. 
At any rate they had come to 
the right place, for we were de- 
finitely in the market for eggs. 
They wouldn't sell for money, 
so we dug into our larder box 
and got four eggs in trade for 
three little cellophane packets 
•f hard candy. Then we start- 
ed all over again and got four 
more eggs for a pack of cigar- 
cttcs 

We thonght it a good trade, but 
found later that the trading ratio 
which the Germans had set up 
ahead of us was one cigarette for 
one egg. We Americans have to 
ruin everything, of course. But as 
one tough-looking soldier said: 

"If I want to give $50 for an 
egg it's my business and my $50. 
And from all I've seen of Arabs 
an extra franc or two ain't gon- 
na hurt them any." 

* * * 

All this transpired before we 
had got out of our bedrolls. But 
the youthful traders didn't leave. 
As we were putting on our pants 
each boy whisked a shoeshining 
box from under his burnoose and 
went after our shoes. Then when 
we started a fire and were feed- 
ing it with sticks, one of the boys 
got down and blew on the flame 
to make it burn better. It was 
easy to see that we had acquired 
a couple of body servants. 

The boys were herding about 
two dozen goats in some near- 
by clover. Now and then one of 
them would run over and chase 
the goats back nearer to our 
camp. We called our boy Mo- 
hammed and the other Abdul- 
lah, seemed to tickle them. They 
were good-natured, happy boys 
of about 15. 

One of them tried on my gog- 
gles. He seemed to imagine that 
he looked wonderful in them, and 
giggled and made poses. He didn't 
know the goggles were upside 
down. Also he didn't know that 
I was hoping fervently his eyes 
weren't as diseased as they look- 
ed. 

The boys told us in French that 
the Germans had made them work 
at an airport, opening gas cans 
and doing general flunky work. 
They said the Germans paid them 
20 francs a day. which is above 
the local scale, but it turned out 
they were German-printed francs, 
which of course are now absolute- 
ly worthless. 

Our self-appointed helpers 
hunted sticks for us, poured 
water out of our big can and 
helped us wash our mess kits. 
They kept blowing in the fire, 
they cleaned up all the scraps 
around our bivouac, they lifted 
our heavy bedrolls into the jeep 
for us and just as we were ready 
to leave they gave our shoes a 
final brushing. 

We paid them with three cig- 
arettes and two sticks of gum 
each, and they were delighted. 

When we were ready to go we 
shook hands all around, au-re- 
voired, smiled and saluted. Arid 
then one of the boys asked apolo- 
getically if we could give them 
one more thing maybe. We ask- 
ed what it was they wanted. 
You'd never guess. He wanted an 
empty tin can for his goats to 
chew on. We gave him one. 

* • * 

"Hadji" is the Arab word used 
in place of "Sir" before the name 
of anybody who has journeyed to 
Mecca and become holy. Seven 
journeys to Kairouan equal one to 
Mecca, so we correspondents now 
go around . calling each other 
Hadji, since most' of us have 
crossed the city line more than 
seven times. 

Another word we've adopted is 
"djebel." It's Arabic for hill or 
mountain. On the maps every 
knob you see is Djebel This or 
Djebel That. So we also nail each 
other Djebel, and if you think 
that's silly, well we have to have 
something to laugh at. 

We're now with an infantry out- 
fit that has battled ceaselessly for 
four days and nights. 

This northern warfare has 
been in the mountains. You 
don't ride much any more. It 
is walking and climbing and 
crawling country. The moun- 
tains aren't big, but they are 
constant. They .are largely 
treeless. They are easy to de- 
fend and bitter to take. But 
we are taking them. 
The Germans lie on the back 
slope of every ridge, deeply dug 
into foxholes. In front of them 
the field and pastures are hid- 
eous with thousands of hidden 
mines. The forward slopes are 
left open, untenanted; and if the 
Americans tried to scale these 
slopes they would be murdered 
wholesale in an inferno of ma- 
chine-gun crossfire plus mortars 
and grenades. 

Consequently we don't do It 
that way. We have fallen back 
to the old warfare of first pulver- 
izing the enemy with artillery, 
they sweeping around the ends of 
the hill with infantry and taking 

them from the sides and behind. 

* * » 

Our artillery has really been 
sensational. For once we have 
enough of something at the right 
time. Officers tell me they ac- 
tually have more guns than they 
know what to do with. 

All the guns in any one sec- 
i tor can be centered to shoot at 
i one spot. And when we lay. the 
(whole .business on a German 



hill the whole slope seems to 
erupt. It becomes an unbeliev- 
able cauldron of Are and smoke 
and dirt. Veteran German sol- 
diers say they have never. been 
through anything like it, 
I love the infantry because tncy 
are the underdogs. They are the 
mud-rairi-front-and-wind boys 
They have not comforts, and they 
even learn to live without the 
necessities. And in the end they 
are the guys that wars can't be 
won without. 

I wish you could see just one of 
the ineradicable pictures I have 
in my mind today. In this par- 
ticular picture I am sitting among 
clumps of sword-grass on a steep 
and rocky hillside that we have 
just taken. We are looking out 
over a vast rolling country to the 
rear, 

.A narrow path comes Vke a rib- 
bon over a hill miles away, down 
a long slope, across a creek, up a 
slope and over another hill. 
AH along the length of this 
ribbon there is now a thin line 
of men. For four days and 
nights they have fought hard, 
eaten little, washed none, and 
slept hardly at all. Their nights 
have been violent with attack, 
fright, butchery, and their days 
sleepless and miserable with the 
crash of artillery. 
The men are walking. They are 
50 feet apart, for dispersal. Their 
walk is slow, for they are dead 
weary, as you can tell even when 
looking at them from behind. 
Every line and sag of their bod- 
ies speaks their inhuman exhaus- 
tion. 

On their shoulders and backs 
they carry heavy steel tripods, 
machine-gun ban-els. leaden box- 
es of ammunition. Their feet 
seem to sink into the ground from 
the overload they are bearing. 

They don't slouch. It is the ter- 
rible deliberation of each step 
that spells out their appalling tir- 
edness. Their faces are black and 
unshaven. They are young men, 
but the grime and whiskers and 
exhaustion makes them look mid- 
dle-aged. 

In their eyes as they pass is not 
hatred, not excitement, not des- 
pair, not the tonic of their vic- 
tory—there is just the simple ex- 
pression of being here as though 
they had been doing this forever, 
and nothing else. 

The thing that Americans in 
Africa had fought and worked six 
months to get came today. When 
it did come, it was an avalanche 
almost impossible to describe. 
The flood of prisoners choked the 
ro&ds 

I'll "try to tell you what the spir- 
it of the day was like. 

It was a holiday, though every- 
body kept on working. Everybody 
felt suddenly free inside, as 
though personal worry had been 
lifted. It was like the way we 
used to feel as children on the 
farm, when parents surprised us 
by saying work was finished and 
we were going to the state fair for 
a day. And when you have look- 
ed, goggle-eyed, all day at more 
Germans than you ever expected 
to see in your life, you really feel 

as if you have been to a fair.

The opening of the small game 
hunting season calls attention to 
the great progress made." in re- 
cent years, in the preservation 
and propagation of Pennsylvania 
wildlife, . 

Pennsylvania is the greatest in- 
dustrial area in our Nation and 
has more towns and cities than 
any other state. In area it stands 
only thirty-second among its sis- 
ter states, but it' is today tne sec- 
ond state in the Union in the 
number of hunting licenses issued 
and second in the population of 
wild-life that throng its more than 
15.000,000 acres of forests. 

At the beginning of this Cen- 
tury, deer were legendary animals 
in the State except in a few north- 
em tier counties and even there 
they were are.

This Commis- 
sion has purchased hundreds of 
thousands of acres of game lands 
and game refuges at no expense 
to the taxpayer of the State. Out 
of the money paid for annual 
hunters' license fees over $4,000,- 
000 has been invested, in recent 
years, in State game lands and 
game farms which are now per- 
manent possessions of the people 
of the Commonwealth.
